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7 , 7 Hatever advantage we may have derived from the completion of

This hope has 
been fince glorioufly accomplifhed ; and our Hiforical Chronicle for the year 
1758, has recorded fome fignal atchievement of the Briti/S atmsin almoft every 
part of the world. In Africa we have taken a fort and fettlement, the lofs 
of which muft injure the commerce and trade of our enemies in more than one 
of its moft confidesable branches. In Afia we have recovered the poffeflions we 
had loft, with a firmer eftablifhment, and more extenfive advantages. In Ex- 
rope we have deftroyed the thipping in feveral potts of France, and ruined an 
harbour, which, as it had coft 1mmenfe fums, muft have been intended for the 
moft important fervices. And, in 4me:ica, we have niade fuch acquifitions, as 
feem almoft to fecure to us the reft of the country. Louistourg, thé ifle of 
St Fobn, Frontignac, and Fort Dea Qnefne, are certain pledges of farther ac- 
quifitions, if the fame meafures continse to be purfued with the fame fpirit. 

To the other parts of our work, whieh are, in fome degree, furmfhed by 
our own labour, we have applied with the fame diligence, and the fame plea- 
fure, as in former years ; and the bounty of our correipondents has ftill enabled 
us to communicate to the public the fame proportion of original pieces, in 
various parts of {cience, and the belles lettres ; pieces, which conftitute the 
moft confiderable and the mof valuable part of our work ; that part, which 
gives us fuperiority over every competitor who has appeared fince our 
undertaking was firft eftablifhed ; and that alone which confers a merit 
which they cannot buy, and which, therefore, till learning and ingenuity 
fhall be more inclined to favour imitaters, than the projeétors of an ori! 
ginal work, they muft be content to want. When the Gentleman's Magazine 5 
was firft eftablifhed, it was the only compendium oF The polities MNO and ?

The Expedition to Rochfort fully fated, 
is an anfwer to this piece, which it im- 
putes to a great man, probably for no 
otherreafon than to gain an opportunity 
to infinuate, that the perfons whom this 
great man is fuppofed to vindicate, 
were mere puppets which he had a¢ctu- 
ated ; and only the inftruments of that 
difgrace, of which he was the author, 

The writer of this piece proceeds to 
fhew, that the plan was formed upon 
rational principles, and that it might 
have been executed for ought that has 
appeared tothe contrary. His argu- 
ments may be reduced to the following 
articles. 

if. It is abfurd to fuppofe a plan 
to be manifettly impracticable, which 
was approved on the utmoft delibera- 
tion, by his majefty and his cabinet 
council, prepared under the immediate 
infpection of Sir ¥. Ligonier, and vo- 
luntarily undertaken, after a full exa- 


mination of faéts, by the generals, who fy

2diy, A coup de mainis a term that 
does not neceflarily imply furprize, as 
appears by Sir ¥. Ligonier’s paper, in 


which are thefe words: A coup de 
* main may perhaps fucceed bef at firft 
* coming up; but if that is not tho’t 
* proper, it may fucceed well after the 
* place has been thoroughly reconnoitred, 
‘ and you have fixed the fpots where 
* you defign to make the greateft ef- 
‘ forts; and if the enemy fee any pre- 
* parations for a regular attack, they 
© will lefs expect a coup de main. Ber- 
* gen-op-zsom was taken by a coup de 
* main, after a long fiege.” It tollows 
then, that furprize is not effential toa 
coup de main, and that the appearance 
of the fleet fome days before the men 
could land, did not make a coup de main 
impoffible. 
3dly, That the taking Fouras was 
not, even in the opinion of Sir F. Ligo- 
nier, eflential to the attack on Roch- 
fort, appears manifeftly from ano- 
ther paragraph in his paper: ¢ Sup- 
‘ pofing the troops tended, fays he, it 
muft be left to the confideration of 
the generals, whether they fhould not 
march, with proper precautions, di- 
reétly to Rochjort, while the marines 
fhould be employed to make a good 
entrenchment to fecure the ftores, 
and provide a retreat.’ 
4thly, That, notwithftanding all that 
has been faid to the contrary, Fouras 
might have been deftroyed by fea. 
This is fupported by the following ar- 
guments: The fort was intended to 
defend or offend ; towards the land it 
was weak ; it ftood ona bank that ran 
into the water, and had four and twen- 
ty embrafures to the water fide; but 
ifthe guns of no fhip could reach this 
fort, the guns of this fort could reach 
no fhip. Upon this fuppofition, there- 
fore, it muit have been built to guard a 
fand-bank, over which a Thames wherry 
could fcarce float, which is too abfurd 
to be fuppofed. But the mafter of Ad- 
miral Kzo-wles’s fhip found only fix feet 
water at high water two miles diftant 
from this fort, and the boom-ketch, 
‘which drew 11 feet, went aground at 
G 3 miles diftance.

$thly, ‘That they had no credible and 
pofitive evidence againft the pofitive 
intormation, that there were but 10,000 
men to guard an immenfe trast of coat, 
which abounded in forts and fortifica- 
tions, where a coniiderable part of thefe 
10,000 men-mult have béen in garrifon, 
gthly, That, fuppofing the troops 
which were fuppofed to lie perdue be- 
hind the fand-hills to have been actu-

Another imcident which attended 
* this happy -enterprize was this: 200 
‘men which fell into the hands of the 
enemy, by the fatal miftake of the Pr. 
of Hee, weve carried directly iato the 
town. The marquis of Rifourg, a lieu- 
tenant general, who cominanded the 
3000 men which were marching from 
- the town to the relief of the fort, examin- 
ed the prifoners,as they paffed by ; &they 
all agreeing that the general and the Pr. 
of Hefe were in perfon with the troops 
that made the attack on Mausoutck, the 
Marquis gave immediate orders to re 
tire to the town ; taking it for granted, 
that the main body of the troops at- 
tended the prince and general ; and 
that feme defign therefore wason foot 
to intercept hus return, in cafe he fhould 
venture toofar, Thus theunfortunate 
lofs of our 200 men turned to. advan- 
tage, in preventing the advance of the 
enemy, which muit have put the E. of 
Peterborow to inconceivable difficulties. 
The next day after the Earl had taken 
care to fecure the firit camp to the eatt- 
ward of the town, he gave orders to the 
officers of the fleet to iand the artillery 
and ammunition behind the fortre(s to 
the weftward. Immediately upon the 
landing whereof, two mortars were fix- 
ed ; from both which we plied the fort 
of Monjouick furieufly with our bambs. 
But the third or fourth day, one of our 
fheils fortunately lighting oa their m1- 
gazine of powder, blew it up 5 and with 
it the governor and many pgincipal of- 
ficers who were at dinner with him. The 
blaft, at the fame inftant, threw down 
a face of one of the finaller baftions; 
which the vigilant Miquelets, ready e- 
nough te take alPadvantages, no foon- 
er faw but they inftantly entered, while 
the enem 
fufion. If the Earl, no lefls watchful 
than they, had not at the fame moment 
thrown himfelf in with fome regular 
troops, and appeafed the general difor- 
der, in all probability the garriion-had 
been put to the fword. However, the 
general's prefence not only allayed the 
fury of the Miquelets, but kept his 
own troops under the flricteft difcipline: 
fo that in a happy hour for the frighted 
garrifon, the general gave officers and 
foldiers quarter, making them prifo- 
ners of war.

The following receipts will exempli- 
fy this, by thewing that a provifion for 
the fupport of large families may be 
contriv’d at little expence without any 
bread or beer, and even with very lit- 
tle, or no, meat; and fuch contrivan- 
ces will, I hope, in fome meafure, defeat 
the abominable and avaricious attempts 
of thofe who would introduce an arti-

beer—and tho" bread has hitherto been 
efteemed by this nation fo neceffary an 
article as to be called the ftaff of life, 
yet ‘tis evident, by experience, that fe- 
yeral preparations of food may be de- 
‘Wifed to fupply the deficiency of bread, 
even on a fuppofition that we were 
(which God forbid) to be totally depri- 
ved of it.

A greateft deficiency would be in encamping, 
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but this- I prefume, is a thing to be learnt 
in avery fhort time, and if the - militia of 
the maritime counties,or a corps of guards, 
were to encamp for a while every fummer, 
it would poffibly be fufficient; however, 
it might not be amifs to fend a body of soo 
Or 1000 marines, or a battalion or two of 
Trifh, now and then, as occafioa offer'd, to 
ferve as volunteers in the army of fome pro- 
teftant prince on the continent.

HAT a native of the cold inhof- 

pitable countries, which lic with. 


Thorefby’s Coin.—Natural Hiftory of Iceland. 
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in the pelar circle, and never knéw 
the comforts of a better climate, fhouid 
not repine. at his fituation, is ho more 
ftrange, than that a man born blind 
fhould not regret the want of fizht. 
But it feems very difficult to affign the 
reafon why people who inhabit the 
more fouthern parts of the continent, 
fhould, when they have wandered 
northward into the regions of cold and 
darknefs, chufe rather to fettle there, 
than to return, It is yet mere difficult 
to account for the voluntary peopling 
and fettling an ifland that lies in a cli- 
mate fo dreary and comfortlefs, It is, 
however, certain, that the firft inhabi- 
tants of Iceland fettled there by choice ; 
for itis jaid to have been difcovered in 
861, and to have received its firft inha- 
bitants in 874. Mr Horrebow refided 
upon the ifland two years, and, tho” 
not a native, yet being born in a neigh- 
bouring kingdom to which it belongs, 
his principal view in publifhing this ac- 
count is, to contradiét the accounts 
that have been hitherto given of it, 
which, he fays, reprefent it as expofed 
to intollerable cold and heat, as fterile 
and unhealthful, a kind of rock broken 
into rude craggs and precipices, full of 
burning mountains, and ftagnant wa- 
ter. The view, however, with which 
he undertook his hiftory, fhould not in- 
validate his credit as an_hiftorian ; 
for, even by his account, Iceland ap- 
ror to be exactly fuch a country. as 

as been juft‘defcribed, tho’ fome alle- 
viating circumftances are enumerated, 
which have been pafled over by other 
writers. 

Iceland, by this account of Horrebow, 
is a country where great numbers of 
the inhabitants have been periodically 
fwept away by fome peftilential or con- 
— difeafe ; fo that it is thinly in- 
habited, notwithftanding the perpetual 
multiplication of the people. It is a 
country where fome fpots of verdure 
are indeed found between the ftupen- 
dous mountains that rife on either fide, 
but thefe meadows are frequently co- 
vered by the fall of the mountains 
from above, and the ey? fl cattle, and 
cottages that are upon them, arein 2 
moment crufhed into atoms; and buried 
under the prodigious fragments of the 
rock that deftroyed them in its fall. 
We have ufually annexed the idea of 
purity and brightnefs to water, and a 
cafcade has been always coniidered as 
the laft embellifhment of a rural prof- 
pect 5 but that which einbellithes other 
countries, ferves only to make this. '

more horrid. The water-falls are not 
only black but ftinking, being a folu- 
tion of the fhow that lies perpetual 
on the mountains, upon which there 1s 
neither tree nor shrub, nor a fingle blade 
of herbage of any kind.

Iceland is an ‘ifland in the Atlantic p horfemen frequently perith, or at 


ocean, which extends from lat. 63 deg. 
15 min. to 67 deg. 15 min. North, and 
the moft wefterly part is faid to be 25 
deg. longit. weft from London ; but the 
fituation mentioned in the account does 
not feem to agree with the map that is 
prefixed. The reader is alfo reterred 
to a table, containing the names of all 
the places diftinguifhed’ on the map, 
and dire&tions to find them’; but this 
table feems by fome accident to have 
been omitted, at leaft it was wanting in 
the copy from which this epitome was 
taken, 

The extent of Iceland, from eaft to 
weft, is faid to be about 720 Englifh 
miles, and from north to fouth about 
360; but neither does this extent a- 
gree with the map, nor with the lati- 
tude of the moft northern and fouthern 
points mentioned in the account. 

The face ef the country is covered 
with rocks and craggy mountains; 
many of thefe, mountains are perpetu- 
ally covered with ice and fnow, yet ma- 
ny hundreds of the inhabitants pafs o- 
ver them, both on horfeback ard on 
foot, every year. Some of thefe moun- 
tains are called Fokeler, or, accerding 
tothe map, Joku!. “A Fukui is amoun- 
tain continually covered with fnow, ly- 
ing under another mountain that rifes 
confiderably higher, and is not covered 
with fhow. From thefe jokuls the melt- 
ed fnow is continually tailing in a caf- 
cade of footy, thick, and ftinking wa- 
ter, which is noifome to a great diftance. 
But the moft extraordinary peculiarity 
of thefe jokuls is, that the furface of 
them is perpetually changing. The 
traveller who follows a path that is 
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Jeaft lofe their beatts, whofe weight 
breaks the ice, thro’ which they fink 
many fathoms into the lake, and are 
drowned. This accident produces an- 
other wonderful phenomenon ; for a 
few days afterwards, thofe very horfes 
are found lying on the furface of the 
ice thro’ which they had fallen, with 
the water frozen hard under them, and 
no appearance of a hole. 

To account for this, the auther fup- 
pofes, that between the time of the 
horfe’s finking thro* the ice, and being 
‘found upon it, the ice muft have 
diffolved, the water flowed off ; the 
ground muft have been a fecond 
time flooded, and the carcafe of the 
beaft muft have floated on the furface, 
which muft alfo have been a fecond 
time frozen. But, fuppofing all this, to 
happen, the carcafe could not be de- 
pofited on the ice; for that part 
only would be above the ice, which, 
when it floated, was above the water. 

Some of the mountains that rife a- 
bove the jokuls are volcanoes, but there 
has been no confiderable irruption of 
fire fince the year 1730. The rocks 
are fometimes fuddenly {plit from the 
foundation to the fummit, and are fome- 
times overturned and fcattered in ftu- 
pendous fragments over many acres of 
the ground below, with a noife, to which 
the !oudeft thunder is no more than 
the whi ‘per of the breeze. 

On fome of the mountains in this 
country there are plains of five and 
twenty E£nglifh miles extent. In fome 
fae there are large lakes which a- 

ound with variety of fine fith, and in 
others the foil is a light fand. In ge- 


known to have been made by thofe Gneral, tke country is fuch, that it is 


who paffed over the mountains the day 
before, will frequently be ftopped ab- 
ruptly by a large pond or lake covered 
with ice, but utterly without track, 
and extremely dangerous to be trod- 
den. This lake he is therefore obli- 
ged to coaft, and after he has travelled 
three or four Englifh miles about, he 
will come to the oppofite fide, where, 
exagtly over-again{t that partof the 


impoffible to ufe a wheel carriage of any 
kind; but, if this author is: to be be- 
lieved, many perfons have travelled on

In many parts of Iceland there are 
warm baths, and the turf in thefe pla- 
65, 
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ces has a folphureous {mell. This coun- 
try is fubjeét to earthquakes, fome of 
which have:been very dreadful ; but 
fome accidents have been attributed to 
earthquakes, which this author fappo- 
festo have had other caufes. In the 
year 1720, 2 rock of an enormous fize, 
near Skagefrand, in the parith of Hun- 
aedain, fell down upon a fubterjacent 
valley with a moft horrible noife. ‘This 
valley was remarkable for being the 
beft paiture land in the ifland 5 a rive- 
ket ran through it, and a cottage ftood 
not far off. The fragments of the 
rock filled the valley, obftruéted the 
courfe of the river, and cruthed the 
cottage, in which there were feveral 
people. “The rivulet being thus ftop- 
ped, overflowed all the adjacent coun- 
try to a great difance, till at length it 
rofe fo high as to overflow the rock, 
and then it feil into its ‘old channel on 
the farther fide, but left ail the low 
lands on the other fide floated with a 
lake, which. ftill continues. This e- 
vent the author afcribes to a perpetu- 
a} current of melted fnow, which he 
fuppofes to have flowed for many fuc- 
celhive ages, and at length to have un- 
dermined the rock, which. naturally 
fell when the foundation was thus wath- 
ed away. Thatthe ground fhook to 
a great diftance when this accident 
happened, cannot be doubted; nor is 
it tcange that the country people fhould 
call it an earthquake, and fuppofe it 
to be the cauile of the fall of the moun- 
tain. This author, however, fuppofes 
the fall of the mountain to be the caufe 
of the fhaking of the earth, but he has 
mot mentioned the reafons on which 
he founds his opinion. 

The. volcanoes in this country are 
called Hraux, and are found only in 
‘two diftrids called Hafevig and Krpfe- 
wig. In the year 1726, afer fome 
fhocks of an earthquake had been felt 
at Norderfjfel, a moft dreadful noife 
was heard to iffue from a neighbouring 
mountain, called Krafle, which in a 
few minutes threw out, firft, a pyramid 
of thick {moke, then a torrent of fire, 
mixed with ftones and athes. Two per- 
fons happened to be then pafling along 
the valley, juft at the foot of the moun.’ 
tain; they were in a moment fur- 
sounded with fimoke and fire, and 
heard a torrent of burning bail rattle 
upon the ground. The prodigy ttruck 
‘them torpid with confternation and 
terror ; they imagined they were about 
to perith m the lafl agony of nature, 
aml to be buried in the ruins of the 
world. It happened, however, that 
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they received no hurt, and when 

Imd recovered from their fears, a 

purfued their.journey, they found that 
the damage had not extended very 
wide, the weather being calm, and the 
explofion in a perpendicular direction. 
The mountain continued burning four 
years, with thort intervals, and during 
this time many fhocks of an earth- 
quake were felt in the adjacent coun- 
try. Inthe year 1728, it threw out 
flame with great violence, and fet fire 
to the fulphureous earth on the deck- 


® vity of the mountain, which, after 


having burned fome weeks, became 
fluid, and flowed in a flow but irrefifti- 
ble fiream down the hill, fpreading 
gradually over the low lands, trom 
which the inhabitants fled as it ap- 
proached them, taking with them not 


c only their furniture, but as ‘much of 


their houfes as could be removed, par- 
ticularly. the timber, which in this 
country is very fcarce._ 

In the autumn of 1729, having over- 
flowed and utterly deftroyed many 
farms, villages, and churches in its 


D way, it reached a lake called Myratne, 


which was diflant 18 miles from the 
foot of the volcano whence it flowed. 
Into this lake it tell with a moit hor- 
ribie noife, and produced a commotion 
in the water that cannot, be defcribed. 
It continued to run into the Jake till 
the year 1730, filling up great part of 
it, and deftroying all the fifh. It then 
ftopped, probably becaufe the fuel that 
fed the flame was exhaufted ; but the 
greateft part of the ground over which 
it had flowed was irretrievably ruined. 
After fome time fith was again found 
in that part of the lake which this lava 
had not filled, and fome of the houfes 


F and churches were rebuilt; from that 


time the eruptions, as well. as the 
deluge, ceafed. In the mean time the 
inhabitants of the neighbouring coun- 
try had become fo familiar with beth, 
that they ufed to pais the volcano with- 
out regarding it, and frequently lighted 
their pipes at the edge of the lava, du- 
ring its progrefs from the mountain to 
the lake. 

Several of the mountains called jo- 
kuls have from time to time burned 
with great violence, and the vaft quan- 
tity of ice and fnow that covered them 


H being melted by the heat, has flowed 


down with fuch rapidity, as to wath 
away all the mould from the fide of the 
mountain and the adjacent valley, 
kaving nothing but fend, which is as 
fieril as the naked rock,

fire has been ufed to iffue, the earth 
begins to thake, and the fiery eruptions 
very foon enfue, The people there- 
fore generally have time to efcape, but 
their cattle, ‘farms, houfes, and planta- 
tions, are totally deftroyed, either by 
the fire, or the torrents of melted fnow 
that pour down from the rocks. 

Some of thefe fiery eruptions have 
been fo great, that the afhes, fand, and 
fmoke which followed, ob{cured the 
fun for a whole day, and covered all 
the grafs.that was newly mowed, and 
the ith that was hanging to dry, almoft 
thro’ the whole extent of the ifland. 
The author, however, remarks, as an 
alleviating confideration, that the di- 
trict which has once been totally ruin- 
ed by fuch an eruption, can be ruin- 
ed no more, and that, therefore, no 
eruptions but the firft are much to be 
regretted. As tothe fith and hay that 
on thefe eccafions are covered with 


all clean again, and fo no harm is done. 

The watery deluge that atténds 
thefe explofions of fire is frequently’ 
fo hot, that thofe who might have 
efcaped drowning, are fcalded to death, 
and the cattle which it fweeps away, 
are afterwards found parbaited: 

The principal of thefe burning moun. E 
tains is Hecla, of which many accounts 
are already extant (See Vol. xvii, p. 171.) 
It is one of the higheft mountains in 
the ifland, yet the inhabitants call it a 
jokul, becaufe it is perpetually covered 
with fnow. It has been thought to 
communicate with Vefuvias, becaufe 
the eruptions of both have béen offen 
obferved to begin at the fame time; 
but this author isof acontrary opinion, 
and fays, that Vefuvius has fometimes 
burnt with great violence whem Hecla 
has been quiet. Hecla was moft dif- 
turbed in the 13th century ; it was 
then quiet 169 years, including the 
whole r4th century. In the 15th cen- 
tury it burnt only once, and in the 
16th, twice ; and it has now been at reft 
about 60 years. . From thefe periodi- 
cal eruptions ftill decreafing, this au- 
thor thinks it probable, that the fub- 
terranean fire has found vent at fome 
other place, and that Hecla may. per- 
haps become a volcano no more. 

The face of the-ifland in general is 
very rude and irregular, being crofled

the villages near the fea coaft, where 
there are many creeks and harbours * 
very convenient for fifhing. 

The hot waters of this country are 
of three forts, chiefly are in de- 
grees of heat ; forthe author fays, they 
do not feem to him to be impregnated 
The firft fort is 
nearly of the fame heat with that of 
the blood in an healthful body ; the 
fecond is fcalding, and the third boils 
with fuch force, that it is thrown up in 
jets, like a fountain.

C burning mountain called Krafle.. At 


this place there are three fprings, which 
lie about 30 fathom diftant from each 
other. ‘When the {pring at one end 
has thrown up its water, then the mid- 
die one begins ; as foon as that fubfides, 
the water is thrown up by the {pring 
at the other end ; when that ceafes the 


D jet is repeated frorn the firit {pring, 


and this continues in perpetual rota- 
tion in the fame order, and at equal 
times, each boiling up about three times’ 
in a quarter of an hour. They are fi- 
uated on a flat open place, and the: 
ground from which they iffue is hard 
and rocky: in two of them the water 
rifes between the cracks or fiflures of 
the rock, and is thrown up about two 
feet ; the third has a large round aper- 
ture, by which it empties itfelf into a 
place like a bafon, of about the fame 
dimenfions with a large brewer's cop- 


per; -from this bafon the water is 


throwh up near ten feet, and afterwards 
finks about four feet below the brim. . 
If the water of this well is poured 
into bottles, it will continue to boil up 
two or three times, atthe fame time with 
the water of the well from whence it 
has been taken, after which it fubfides, 
and gradually grows cold. If a,piece 
of wood, or any other fubftance lighter. 
than water, and-a ftone, or any qher 
fubftance heavier than water, are thrown: 
into this well, the wood will be fucked 
down to the bottom when the water 
in the well. fubfides, and the ftone 
thrown up to the top when it rifés in a: 
jet. This water is pleafant to drink 
when it is cold, and the cows that are 
watered with it yield much more milk 
than others. The people who live near 


thefe hot {prings apply them to various 
D pure

purpofes ; they put their meat into a 
pot with cold water, and then hanging. 
their pot at a certain depth in the 
well, it ‘prefently bcils, and then they 
drefs their vi€tuals without the expence 
of fuel, which is very fcarce. Many 
people aifo fit whole days at the fide of 
thefe wells, bending hoops and pipe- 
fiaves, but they are obliged to retire 
for trefh air ence in about two hours, 
for the fteam that rifes from the water 
cannot be endured very long together.

.T atime when the whole nation 
A is fenfibly affected by an artifici- 
al dearth, (I cali it artificial, as it is 
occafioned by the many artfices of the 
meal-men, and other engroffers of 
corn,) itis the buifinefs of every one to 
endeavour to remove (as far as in hima 
lies) the growing evil. which, in fome 
meafure is already feit by every indi- 
vidual. 

Amongft the various propofals that 
have been offered to the public, I don’t 
remember to have feen any that pro- 
mife fo effe&tual a remedy, as that of a 
mill to grind corn by hand. The gra- 
tuity of so/. which was offered fome 
time ago, (as I have been informed) by 
the fociety for improvement of arts, to 
any one who fhould invent fuch a ma- 
chine, was truly generous and lauda- 
ble ; and though I make no doubt, fo 
handfome a reward may have excited 
fome ingenious mechanic to attempt a 
conftruétion of this kind, I would wil- 
lingly hope fome flight hints, at leaft, 
may be received from: what is here 
humbly offered to the public. 

In a contrivance of this fort, the 
Vga thing to be confidered is, the 

ft and moft effectual method to di- 
minifh the force occafioned by the fric- 
tion in grinding the corn down to 
meal. This, 1 apprehend, may in a 

reat meafure be effected by the ba- 
ance wheel A (See the Plate.) which, 
when once put in motion, will give fuch 
a force to the whole machine, that one 
man may work it with very little labour. 

Perhaps it will be unneceflary to give 
any explanation of the particular parts 
of this machine, as the plan, on which 
it is conftruéted, is fo plain and fimple, 
that any one who is the leaft verfed in 
mechanics, will readily take it in at 
firit view.

H Echarge againft Sir Yobn Mor- 

daunt, was, ** That he being ap- 
** pointed by the king commander in 
“ chief of his maiefty’s forces, fent on 
*¢ an expedition to the coaft of France, 
‘ and having receiv’d orders and in- 
“€ ftructions relative thereto from bis 
*¢ majefty, hath difobeyed his majefty’s 
“ {aid orders and inftrudions.” 

This charge was founded upon the 
following article’ of the infiruétions. 
* Our willis, that you do attempt as 
far as foall be found pra@icable a defcent 
with the forces under your command 
on the French coaft, at or near Rochfort, 
in order to attack if pradicable, and by 
a vigourous impreflion force that place, 
and to burn and deftroy to the utmoft 
of your power, all docks, magazines, 
arfenals, and fhipping, that fhall be 
found there ; and exert fuch other ef- 
forts as you /hall judge moft proper tor 
annoying the enemy.” .

A farther proof of the practicability 
of carrying Rochefort by a fudden at- 
tack, was a paper intitled Memoire fur la 
Force a@uelle de la France et les Services 
aux quels Elle eft employeé dans l Annee 
1757: This paper was received by his 
majefty’s minifters, from a correfpon- 
dent in whom they had good reafon to 
repofe the utmoft corifidence, and it con- 
tained an account among other things, 
that there could not be more than 10000 
men from St Valeroy to Bourdeaux. Up- 
on this evidence, that an expedition a- 
gainft Rochefort might be fuccefsful it 
was undertaken, and by this it is fuffi- 
ciently juftified, tho’ Mr Pitt went away 
from the laft meeting with this impref- 
fion, That nothing was clear about the 
taking any place by fea but "Ile d’ Aix. 

When the expedition was refolved 
upon, his majefty conftituted Sir Fobn 
Mordaunt commander in chief of the 
forces that were appointed for it, by a 
commiffion dated the 3d of Augufi'1757, 
and, by inftruétions dated the sth of the

¢ate, both with refpeét to himfelf and 
the other general officers on the expe- 
dition. Tothis letter Mr Pit wrote an 
anfwer on Saturday the 13th, in which 
he acquainted Sir ‘fohu, that it was his 
majefty’s pleafure he fhould in confor- 
mity to the Jatitude of his inttructions, 
judge of the practicability of the fervice 
on the fpot, as contingent events and 
circumftaoces might require, the king 
judging it prejudicial to his fervice to 
give particular orders with regard to 
poflible contingent cafesthat mightarife. 
After the receipt of this letter Sir Foba 
continued waiting for the tranfports at 
thedfe of Wight, and on the 20th of dur 
gufi-he wrote again toMr Pitt to acquaint 
him, that the agent for the tran‘ports 
dad been with him, and told him they 
awere not fulicient for the number of 
troops. ‘Ihe number of traniports were 
increafed in coniquence ef this letter, 
on & Monday, Sept. 5, MrPitt acquainted 
Sir Fobu, by ietter, that the wind having 
-heen fair for. the tranfports going to 
Spithead ever fince the Friday before, his 
majefty expected with impatience to hear 
that the troops were embarked, and urg- 
ed him to ufe his utmoft diligence to 
get them on board, and. proceed to fea 
without the lofs of one moment, adding, 
that the mefienger who brought this 
Jetter had his orders to ftayto bring an 
saccount of the fleet’s failing. 

On the 8th of Sept. the fleet failed, 
and acrived off the coaft of France on 
the zoth. Onthe 23d,.and not before, 
‘they got into the Ba/que road ; part of 
‘the 2oth was loit by tending fomeof the 
fleet to chaceaFrezch man of war,which 

ot.away fromthem. ‘The aif, being 

oggzy, the pilot would not undertake to 
carry the fleet in till it cleared, fo that he 
-could fee his marks, the fleet therefore 
tacked and lay with the head off till 3 at 
might, when, by fignal fromSirE Haw2ée, 
it anchored, On the 22d, in the morn- 
ing, it weighed, but it falling calm a- 
bout 11 o'clock the fleet anchor'd again: 
At about three a fmall breeze fprung 
yp, upon which the fleet weighed a fe- 
-cond time, and all the men of war and 
tranfports got in by the next morning. 

Gade ‘ar the ifle of Aix was abe, 
and the demolition of the works were 
begun. 

On the 24th Capt. Clerk was fent by 


Sir ¥ohn Mordaunt fromthe Ramillies to 
the Ifle of 4ix, to examine what prifon- 
ers he could find that had been atRocbe- 
fort, but not being able to.get any fatis- 
tactory account, and thofe men.who 

A were moft likely to give a fatisfaétory 
account having been fent for on board 
by Gen. Conway, he returned. 

In the afternoon Capt, Clerk propofed 
to Capt. Honv, that. they fhould goon 
fhore and reconnoitre Fouras ; to :thig 
Capt. Howe confented, and Mr Boyd,and 
Mr Willams agreed to go with them, 

B Accordingly, the weather being. per- 
fectly calm, they went on hore on.a 

rock at the point of the land, called le . 

Denis, which runs out. from fort Fouras, 

and waiked two miles over a {pongy 

neck of land, between the rock and the 

terra frina, which at high water is over- 
€ flowed; when they had pafled this neck 
of jand it was become dark, but they 
faw Fouras diftinétly by.moon light, at 
the dittance of about a mile; they faw 
alfo a fire like the flafh of a pana, and 
oue of them heard a fuzee go off at ay 
bout the fame diftance, they heard-alfo 
a beating to arms at.a redoubt cailed 
fort a’ Aiguille,upon which they return’d 
to the thip, fearing they might be fur- 
rounded and cut off. 

While Capt. Clerk. was on fhore, ma- 
king what difcoveries he could, con- 
cerning Fouras,.Rear Adm. Broderick 
returned. from founding the coaft at 
fea trom . Poiat du Chi, near Rochelle, 
down to Fort Fouras. He had been fent 
on this fervice with Capt. Denuis, Capt. 
Douglas, and Capt. Buckie, by Sir Edw, 
Hawke, in the afternoon.of the 23d ; 
he continued at it ali night, and se- 
turned about 4 in the afternoon of the 
next day, Sept. 24, very much fatigued, 
and drew,up a report to Si Edward, 
the {ubftance of which was, that-there 
were but two places where the: troops 
could land, being two little bays, one 
on each fide.of the point called Chate- 
Jailon, and that the tranfports could 
not, come nearerto thefe bays than 
one mile and.a half, 

The fame day a propofal was made 
to Admiral Hawke, by Sir ohn Mor- 
daunt and General Conway, for layin, 
a fhip to batter Fort Fouras, thoug 
the boats might have landed where no 
guns from that fortification could have 
annoyed them. Theadmiral, tho’ for 
this reafon he did not think an attack 
on Fouras by fea had any conneétion 
with the principal objeét of his majef- 
ty’s inftructions, yet, confented to the 
‘propofal, and. immediately examined

The minutes alfo recite, that the 
council having thus determined con- 
cerning the circumftances in which the 
troops mutt land, proceeded to enquire 
whether, fuppofing them to be landed 
in fuch: circumftances, Rochfort could 
be attacked with a probability of fuc- 
cefs. Todetermine this queftion, they 
examined feveral witnefies ; +f, Capt. 


fured the place was not liable to an efca- 


- Jade, it would not have been advifeable 


to land; if there had been fufficient e- 
vidence, that the troops would have 
been deftroyed by a fuperior force be- 
fore they got to it, and as they had no 
evidence of fuch fuperior force, furely 
they might have landed at leaft, and 
have fatisfied themfelves of the poffibi- 

- lity or impoffibility of a fuccefstul at- 
tempt upon the place, upon better evi- 
dence than that of French prifoners and 
refugees; and this théy were ftrongly 
urged to do by Capt. Clerk, as appears 
by fome memorandums taken by vice 
adm. Knowles, and by him read at 
the trial. 

All the members of the council, 
however, figned this refolution ; but 
Adm. Hawke declares he figned it not 
from any perfonal conviction, that the 
' attempt 
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attempt againft Rochefort was impofii- 
ble, for fo he underftood the meaning 
of the refolution, but becaufe he tho’t 
the land officers honeft and abie men, 
and therefore acquicfced implicitly in 
a judgment which he thought better 
guided than his own could be; decla- 
ring, however that he thought they 
fhould give their. opinions by them- 
felves, as the fea had nothing to do 
with it. How far this appears to be 
the cafe by the minutes, the reader 
muft judge. 

Sir Fobn Mordaunt, however, befides 


what appeared againit landing to the 
coucil of war, was influenced by the 
following confiderations. He had re- 


ceived from Sir Yobx, Ligonier a paper 
of inftructions, not as acommand, but 
as council only; in which Sir Fobn ob- 
ferves, that if troops are landed at too 

reat a diftance from the place, the de- 
ign will not only become dangerous, 
but impracticable; and immediately 
adds, a fafe and well fecured commu- 
nication between the camp and the 
fea, from whence you are to receive 
your fupplies of ali kinds, is abjolutely 
necefary—the WHOLE DEPENDS UPON 
sT.—It_appeared, inconteftidly, from 
the particulars before mentioned, that 
no fuch communication could be fecu- 
red, and therefore, fuppofing Sir 7. Li- 
gonier’s advice to be worthy a com- 
mander of fuch long experience and 
confeffed ability, this alone might have 
induced him to make ‘no attempt, fup- 
poling it muft neceffarily be fruitlefs, 
except fome encouraging circumftances 
had appeaed, which his excellency 
could not be fuppofed to forefee. 

Sir Fobn Mordaust had alfo confider- 
ed the papér of intelligence reccived by 
1d Hbldernefe, containing A computa- 
tion from known faéts, that there could 
net be more than 10,000 men to guard 
the whole coaft of France from St Va- 
lery to Bourdeaux, and he reafoned hime 
felf into a difbelief of it in the follow- 
ing manner.—There are 67,000 mili- 
tia and invalids in the fervice of France, 
whith inthis paper are ‘not accounted 
for; and, 1f, it is improbable, that 
30,000 regulars fhould be in garrifon 
where there is nothing to fear, as by 
this paper they are faid to be. dy, It 
3s probable that this 67000 militia, who 
appear to have nothing elfe to do, were 
appointed to guard the coait. 3d/y, It 
is further probabie, that 30,000 of thefe 
militia might, upon a report of an at- 
tempt upon the coa:t, be tent into gar- 
’ -fifons on the frontier where no enemy 
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was exp* Sted, and 30,000 regulars 
drawn down to'the coaft in their ftead, 
which would form a body of 40,000 
regulars, and 37,000 militia, to oppofe 
theten battalions under his command. 
Laftly, this meafure was the more pro- 
bable, as the expeditiomhad been long 
delayed at the Ife of Wight by contrary 
winds, and kept long at fea by calms 
and fogs. This reafoning confefledly 
concurred with Sir}. Ligonier’s paper, 
and ‘the particulars mentioned in the 
minutes of the council of war, to in: 
fluence his conduét ; but this reafon- 
ing, however fubtle, was. fallacious ; 
tor it has fince appeared, that upon the 
alarm France was obliged’ to march her 
horfe and foot guards from Paris. 

On the 26th, notwithftanding the res 
folutions of the council of war, Capt. 
Clerk went again to the ifland of Azx, 
to fee if he could procure any farther 
intelligence from the officers of the fort 
concerning Rochefort : Upon saneree = 
feveral of them, he found they woul 
give him no difting&t anfwers,upon which 
he refolved to dine with them, and pafs 
the day ; after dinner he told them their 
caution was needlefs, for tho’ he had 
afked them feveral queftions, yet he 
knew Rochefort better than they did,and 
to convince them of the truth of whathe 
faid, he drew before them a fketch of 
the place, defcribing the weak parts. He 
did not immediately upon this afk their 
Opinion, in confirmation of his own, but 
took the engineer, who was one of the 
company, and walked round the town, 
in his way he told him there had been 
a difpute between him and one of his 
acquaintance, who knew nothing at all 
of the place but by hearfay, whether 


water could be thrown round the town; 


and the ditch filled. The engineer, fup- 
pofing he only confirmed an opinion al- 


-ready formed upon better intelligence 


than he pretended to, inftantly repiy'd 
it was impoffible upon account of the 
height of fome parts of the ground, ad- 


G ding, that tho’ he had been at Rochefort 


he had not examined it fo minutely as 
he (Capt.Clerk) appeared to have done, 
becaufe he always confidered it as an o- 
pen place. 

Capt. Clerk communicated this con- 
verfation to Sir obnMordaunt and Gen. 
Conway, the next day at nine in the 
morning, but Sir fobn declared it to be 
his opinion, that what the engineer had 
faid deferved no credit. é 

On the 26th a propofal was made by 
Gen. Conway about. janding on the ifle 
of Oleron, Sir John Mordaunt faid, if it 
was 
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was approved by the general opinion 
he would concur, but dbjedions being 
made by Adm. Hawke and Gen. Corn- 
ewallis, it came to nothing. 

The 27th was {pent in viewing Fouras 


During this time. the demolition of the 
walls of fort Aix went on, under the di- 
seétion of Adm. Kuowles, to whom this 
province had been affigned. During the 
detention of the fleet, to compleat this 
work, in confequence of his majefty’s 
orders to demolith whateveri could be 
taken, Sir Yobn Mordaunt thought an 
attempt might be made by land to de- 
molifh the torts at the mouth of the ri- 
ver Charante, but being defirous ta take 
the advice of the other officers, another 
council of war was, at his defire; called 
on the 28th,confifting of the fame mem. 
bers with the former, and this council 
came to a refolution unanimoufly, that 
it was advifeable to land froops to at- 
tack thefe forts with all pofitble difpatch. 
A propofal was then made by Admiral 
Hawke, and feconded by ‘Ad. Knowles, 
that, in order to fave time, he would, if 
the general officers approved of it, order 
all the tranfports as clofe to the fhore as 
they poffibly could go, and the frigates 
within them, at the place where the 
troops were to land. But Major Gen. 
Conway objected to this, becaufe it would 
point out to the French the place where 
they intended to land ; Sir John Mor- 
daunt filently acquiefced in Conway's 0- 
pinion, which perfeétly co-incided with 

is own, for as the men of war could 
not affift the landing, and the landing 
place was very near Rochelle, part of the 
garrifon might have joined the troops 
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>reparations had been made in theday. 

he admiral then gave orders in perfon 
to the agent for the tranfports on 
his own quarter deck, and to feveral of 
his own lieutenants, to go on board the 
tranfports, and at the inftant the firft 
body of troops was gone from the thip, 
to run clofe into fhore,that the next bo- 
dy might be landed with greater expe- 
dition. 

About one in the morning all the gre- 
nadiers, and great part of the troops in- 
tended by Sir f Mordaunt toland with 
him on the firft difembarkation, were 
on board the boats,when a ftrong wind 
blowing from the fhore, the officers of 
the navy appointed to conduét the land- 
ing, reprefented, jthat the long boats 
which it would be neceflary to tow on 
fhore, would make their way with great 
difficulty, and that confequendy the 
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troops would be a long time expofed ta 
the fire of the enemy ; that the tranf- 
port boats, which were to be rowed by > 
foldiers, would be ftill flower and more 
expofed ; that it would be day before 
with telefcopes from the ifle of Aix. A the firftembarkation would get on fhore, 


and that it could not be fupported bya 
fecond in lefs than fix hours: The ge- 
nerals judging that it would not be ex- 
pedient to land under thefe circumftan- 
ces, agreed not to attempt it that night, 
and the men were ordered to return on 
board their refpeétive thips. 

The next morning, Sept. 29, Sir Eda. 
Hawke acquainted Gen. Mordaunt by 
letter, that if the general officers had no 
further military operations to propofe, 
confiderable enough to authorife his de- 
taining the fquadron, he muft proceed 
to England immediately. 

Upon the receipt of this meflage, the 
general applied to Sir Edward for ano- 
ther council of war, but he declined it, 
and faid, that feamen were not judges 
of operations to be perform’d by troops 
on fhore. 

Sir FohnMordaunt upon this fummon'd 
all the land officers who had affifted at 
the other councils, and Col. Howard 
having that day reported, that the cap- 
tain of the /iper {loop had on the 26th 
feen a confiderabie body of troops near 
the landing place, that he faw them en- 
camped, and that the next morning the 
view of the camp was interrupted,which 
he attributed to the enemy’s having 
thrown up fome ground on the beach, 
and that the fand hills were higher than 
before ; the demolition of Aix being 
compleated, and two great French fleets 
expected home, the time of the equinox . 
being at hand, which might bring a W. 
wind that would detain the fleet many 
weeks, and, it being then fair to return, 
jt was unanimoufly agreed to concur in 
the admiral’s propofal of returning te 
England. 

Thefe reafons feem fufficient to jufti- 
fy the return of the fleet, becaufe the 

emolition of two or three little forts 
was not of fufficient confequence to de- 
tain at fea a fleet capabie of much more 
important fervice, at focritical a time; ° 
but it does not appear why the attempt 
that was agreed to be made on the 28th, 
was not undertaken as foon, as it was 
determined that the main objeét of the 
expedition, the attack of Rochefort, was 
impra¢ticable. 

It appears upon the whole of this ac- 
count, which is extracted with the ut- 
mot diligence and fidelity from thetrial, 
that the charge af difubedience relates 
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32 
to two diftinst objects, the attack of 
Rochefort, which was given up in the 
council of war of the 2 sth,and the land- 
ing to deftroy the forts which was re- 
folved in.the council.of war of the 28th, 
but not executed. 

The reafons for not attacking the 
forts on the 28th, and for confenting to 
return on the 29th, feem to be irretra- 
gable. The principal quettion is, how 
far the refolution of the 2sth, not 
to make any attempt againft Rochefort, 
can be juftified. The reafons that were 
urged on the trial, both for and againft 
this refolution will be feen in the follow- 
ing fummary of the evidence :

fuch adefcent was advifeable with all 
poflible difpatch, and if it was not prac- 
ticable it could not be fuppofed aud vite- 
able without the groffeft abiurdity. 

But, 3dly, That as the account ob- 
tained by Capt. Clerk trom the Frenzh 
engineer was not til] the 26th, it ean- 
not be infifted upon as a fufficient mo- 
tive for.reviving an attempt on Reche- 
fort, fuppoling the determination a3 to 
an attempt on the 25th to havebeen juf- 
tifiable and right when it was made. 
To this it may be added, that the ac- 
counts given previous to the refolution 
not to attack Rochefort, by the French 
prifoners concerning the ditch and the 
troops, was very confuled, and, in fome 
particulars, contradictory. 

The court having heard the charge 
and defence, and all the evidence in 
fupport of both, took the wholé into 
contideration,and declared it to be their

E have already given an account 
(SecPol. xxvii. p.576) of the march 


of the Hanoverian army from their quarters 
of cantonment in the diftri& of Lawenburg; 
their defign was to have attack’d the French 
at Zell, before their troops could be affem- 
bled to make any confiderable oppofition ; 
but having failed in their attempt to pafs 
the d#er, the whole plan was rendered im- 
pratticable, and Pr. Ferdinand of Brunfzvick, 
brother to the reigning prince of that name, 
who commands the allied army in Hanover, 
finding the troops unable tq bear the feve- 
rity of the weather, thought proper to re- 
tire into winter quarters, til! an opportu- 
nity thould offer of attacking the enemy up- 
on more equal terms, In the mean time 


the French did net fail to reprefent this pru-_ 


dent ftep of the German general as a deteat. 
But the confequences have fhewn, that 
beth parties equally avoided an ation. 
The caftle of Harbourg, however, which had 
been vigoroufly befieged by the allies, and 
as bravely defended by the French, furren- 
dered on the zoth of jaft mgnth, when the 
garrifon were permitied to march out with 
all the honours of war, but are not to ferve 
againft his Britannic majefty, nor his allies, 
curing the prefent troubles. 

The Pr. of Brunfevick did pot retire to any 
great ciftance; but eftablifhed his head 
quarters at Uitzen, about five Gerwan miles 
fromZe//, and about the fame diftance from 
Luncrbourg, where he received intelligence, 
that on the 23¢ of December the enemy had 
repaired the bridge which they had broken 
at ZeH,to impede the allies on their firft ap- 
proavh, and that M, Brog/is had paffed the 
Aller with a large body of cavalry to the 
right, while other bodies paffed the fame ri- 
ver below, fo that an attack was inftantly 
apprehended : Upon thisintelligenceldeut. 
Gen. Spoerke, with Majors Gen. Steplin and 


Gilfe, were detached the fame night with” 


five battations and five tquadrens to ebferve 
the motigns of the enemy. On the 24th, 
at rz in the morning, Major Gen. Pr. of 
Brunfwick, fon to the reigning Duke, was 
alfo detached with four battalions and four 
{quadrons, in order to join the former de- 
tachment at Hermanfberg, Farther intelli- 
gence was then received, that M. Brogiio’s 
corps was at Fo/lingbafell, and that the ene- 
my had alfo paffed the Aller to the left at 
Munden and Gyffborn, but all this appeared 
to bea feint only, in order to favour an ef- 
cort of waggons, laden with baggage, which 
M. Richiieu had detached from his army in- 
to the interior part of the country for great- 
er fecurity ; for no fooner did the: recon- 
nojtring parties appear than the enemy re- 
tired to their head quarters at Ze//, fince 
which no aftion of confequence has hap- 


pened in this quarter. 


Siight fkirmithes between the advanced 


parties of both armies have frequently hape 
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pened, but of what confequence foever this - 
may have been to the regiménts engageds - 
the attention of the public has not been 
excited by them. One indeed hetween, 
Bur fv" and Rotcnburg is faid to he confi- 

der ¢, many were killed on both fides,and 

theHenoverians got poffefficn of theBurg fort, 
This a€tion happened on the z1th inftant, 

and on the 14th the Haneverians crofs’d the 

Wyumne. 

An unlucky affair, however, which has 
made much noife, happened on the rgth at 
Ofmabruck, M, de Beauregard de Belleifle, one 
of the French commiffaries, fufpecting fome 
defign of the Engifh ta fend money to the 
Hanoverians, and to the king of Pruffa, put 
himfelf at the head of a detachment of 
horfe, and was fo fortunate as to furprize 
and ftop four wagons laden with 38 cafks 
and feven chefts full of gold and filver,. 
part in money, and part iningots. This 
treafute was immediately carried to the 
commiffary’s lodgings, and a ftrong guard 
placed oyer it. Several people prefume ig 
belongs to the Hanowerians ar Pruffians, It 
came iromAmficrdam, and was got as far as 
Bremen, from whence it was brought out 
upon the approach of the Frengb, in order to 
return to Niembourg, and from thence to 
this place, where the poft-mafter had or- 
ders to keep it till the French thould be gone, 
This mohey has fince been claimed asDatcb 
property, but the French minifter at the 
Hague has given a very evafive anfwer. 

A report has been current, that the at- 
lies have been joined by 10,000 Pruffi ins, 
and that Col, Afeyer is marching dire@ly 
thro’ Thuringia to Heffz, to attack the French 
troops in that country, who have already 
difappointed hisaim, by quitting thcir pofts: 
and joining their general at Ze/t. : 


From the army of the Allies, we f\all 
now pafs to that of the king of Prufia, We 
have alréady given an account of tne battle 
of the 5th of Dagember, on the authority of 
the Gazettes of Berlin and London (See Voi, 
xxvii. p. 570) But the account from Vienna 
of the fame action is fo flagrant an inftance 
of mifreprefentation, that we cannot but. 
take particular notice of it: This account’ 
is contained in a difpatch bearing. date the 
rath inftant, and dire&ted to the minifters 
of their Imperial majefties at foreign courts, 
The fubftance of which is as follows: 

“© You have had, as yet, fir, but a very 
imperfe& account of the affair on the sth of* 
December, between the imperial and ik we 
army. As I am perfuaded the Pru, 
will make great boaft, and magnify to an 
extreme degree their victory over the 4u- 
SPrians, 1am glad I have it in my power to 
affure you, that, except the apparent ad- . 
vantage of having kept the field of battle, 
and having taking 13 or 20 field pieces, 
they obtained none that were any way ef- 
fential 








fential, The confequences of this action 
will place the matter ina clear light. 

The effufion of blood was, indeed, very 
great: but I believe, the refult will prove 
moore to the advantage of the imperial than 
the Prufian army, by reafon, that the lofs 
awvas-near-equal; and that if there was a 
difference withregard to the number of the 
ain and wounded, it feems to me, that it 
was in favour of the Imperialifts. The Pruf- 
fans will not gain an inch of ground by this 
event. They will be obliged to fight a-new, 
which wili only in the end weaken them, or 
they muft feek out for winter-quarters. 

Breflau and Leignitz are provided with 
trong garrifons, and with provitions and 
ammunition in abundance. The Imperial 
army, by its pofition near Schwetdnitz, co- 
vers that place, fecures the communication 
with Bobemia, and fo keeps in awe the 
Prufficn army, chat it cannot execute any 
thing againit thefe two places, otherwife 
than by citing them to furrender : for to 
efie& any thing real, there would be a ne- 
ceffity of invefting and hefieging them in 
form, This is what the king of Pruffia is 
mot likely to attempt near an army, which, 


whatever reinforcements this prince may - 
receive, will alio be reinforced on its fide, . 


and will always be fuperior in number to 
him, and I dare fay, will not fail to equal 
him in courage. Butnow I will lay before 
you a clear and diftin@ idea of the action 
“of the sth. 

It is expedient previoufly to obferve, that 
it «ere to be wifhed, that after the taking 
of Brcflau, the imperial army had been in a 
condition to purfue the broken remains of 
Prince Bevern’s army, to beat or difperfe 
them, and at the fame time to march a- 
gaint the king of Pruffia, who came to co- 
wer a retreat ; but the neceffary celerity in 
fach a cafe was not praéticable. The Im- 
perial army had fuffered much in the ation 
of the 22d of Nov. The infantry wanted 
thoes and. ftockings, which they were un- 
der a necefiity of being furnithed with, be- 
fore they could fet out on their march. The 
cavalry extremely fatigued, had occafion 
for reft to recruit their fpirits, and it was 
Not till the 4th of this month that they were 
in a condition to march againft the enemy. 

This interval of time, which the king of 
Pruffia gained, a time always precious in 
war, facilitated the affembling ‘of the dif- 
perfed troops by the aétion of the 22d of 
November, together with the arrival of the 
numerous garrifon at Glogaw, and a part 
of the heavy artillery of that place, as alfo, 
a confiderable detachment, as it is pretend- 
ed, from Marfbal Lebwald’s army : fo that 
by a moderate computation, this Prince’s 
troops might be fuppofed to amount to 36 
or 40,000 men, on the day of the battle. 

The 4ufrians had in all 50,000 men, 
They might have infured the victory,"if 
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they had had 10,000 lefs, This can be 
eafily proved, .Their army was pofted ve- 
ry advantageoufly by the care and attenti- 
on of Marthal Dauz, The right, extending 
to the village of Nypern, was covered by 
ponds, The front was fecured by its fitu- 
ation anda numerous artillery, and the left 
terminated in a village called Leithen. This 
village being fituated in a plain, Marthal 
Daun, who forefaw that the K. of Pruffia 
would direé his main attack on this point, 
had reinforced it, and covered the flank by 
five lines difpofed behind each other ; thus 
making, like an experienced general, the 
beft advantage of the nature of the ground, 
It was in this fituation that the Aufrian ge- 
nerals waited the coming up of the enemy, 
The Pruffans advanced about one in the 
afternoon, within cannon-fhot, The Au- 
frrian artillery did fuch execution, that it 
immediately threw into confufion the fir 
line of the enemy’s infantry, which with 
great. difficulty was brought again to the 
charge. Towards 3 o'clock the fire of 
the fmall arms began. The two lines ha- 
ving ciofed each other, that of the Pruffians 
was every where repulfed, except in the 
above-mentioned point of attack, where 
the- troops pofted on the left, at the firft 
difcharge of the Pruffian infantry, gave way, 
without firing a fhot, turned their backs, 
and brought after them in their flight fome 
troops and even intire regiments that flank§ 
edthem. This unforefeen and unexpected 
accident broke.the line, and gave opportu- 
nity to the Pruffian cavalry to penetrace in- 
to the empty fpace. The diforder was af- 
terwards in fome refpect reétified, and the 
line, being clofed by the corps de referve 
that advanced, reftored the battle, and 
hindred the left wing, that had been ta- 
ken in flank, from being intirely defeated, 
This could -not be well effeéted without 
lofing ground; but it was obftinately dif- 
puted, and as the front was fuccefsful, the 
left was fuported as much as poffible by 
the detachments fent toit. However, be- 
ing greatly weakened by the firit diforder, 
and the Pruffians ftill vigoroufly attacking 
it, there was a neceffity at laft of retreat- 
ing, which was executed in good order, 
and ftep by ftep, fuch of the enemy as pre- 
fented themfeives being continually charged. 
The battle lafted from one tiil half an hour 
after four. 

Tho’ we are not exaétly informed of the 
lofs of officers and foldiers, there is reafon 
to prefume, that the lofs of the Prufians 
comes not fhort of ours. A proof of the 


courage of the Imperial troops may be e~ 
vinced from their defiring to fight again. 
the next day, when the K. of Pruffia pre- 
fented himfelf with -his whole army to at. 

tempt the pafiage of the Schweidnitz,””

Vienna thought fit to communicate to het 
minifters at foreign courts ; what credit 
fuch minifters deferve is now manifeft to 
all the world, and what muft be the fitua- 
tion of a court which is driven to fuch ex- 
pedients is equally apparent. The furren- 
der of Breflau, in which was 14,000 of the 
troops of Aufria, befides almoft all their 
ableft generals and officers, is the bett 
poffible teftimony that this battle was de- 
tifive in favour of the Pruffians, and fo far 
was the Aufrrian army from cevering this 
capital, as was pretended, that all who efca- 
ped, and could not find refuge in the forti- 
fied towns, fied in the utmoft terror and 
confufion, net knowing what to do, nor 
where to repair for fafety or protection ; 
infomuch that the whole boafted army, the 
remains of which was ftill fuperior to the 
Prufians on the 14th, was fo broken and 
difperfed before the 26th of December, that it 
was in amanner annihilated. We have al- 
ready taken notice, that in Breflaw there 
were 14,000 troops, who were all made pri- 
foners of war, with 14 general officers, 
whofe names are recited below *, and 400 
other officers. The important news of the 
furrende: of this capital was brought tothe 
Pruffian court at Magdebourg, on the 26th 
patt, by a courier proceeded by many potfti- 
lions blowing their horns, and the relation 
publithed of it was in thefe terms : 

After Gen. Zietben had purfaed the ene- 
my beyond Reichenbach, Pr. Charles of Lor- 
tain and Ct Daun marched with the Impe- 
tial troops towards Landfbut. The van- 
guard of the Pruffian army attacked fome 
light troeps, which the enemy had left in 
their rear to cover their march. Our ar- 
my was not prepared to form a fiege ; it 
was however neceffary that they fhould do 
it, on account ef the ftrong garrifon the 
4ufrians had left in that capital for its de- 
fence... We at firft took poffeffion of the 
fuburbs called Ob/au, and of the ‘convent of 
the brothers of charity, and of St Maurice’s 
church-yard. We there eftablifhed our two 
firft batteries, which, in confequence of the 
celerity of our motions, were foon ready to 
be played. From thence we carried our 
parallel within goo paces of the ditch of 
the city, advancing towards Schweidnitz 
gate. One of the firft effects of our bombs 
was the blowing up a tower fituated on 
the fhoulder of a baftion, which ferved as a 
magazine of pewdcr, and the explofion 
made a confiderable breach in the ramparts. 
This happened on the 15th at night, and 
greatly facilitated the fuccefs of the attack. 





* The names of the general officers are, 
Lieut. Gen, Sprecher, Major Generals Stab- 
renberg, B:ck, Wolfferfdorf, and Broun —— 
General of artillery, Ket/,, Major Generals 
Breifach, Haller, Wolff, Noftitz, Gemming, 
Meyer, Dufin, and Ruchlin, wounded, 
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The greateft part of the cannon of the be- 
fieged was already difmounted, and the fire 
of their batteries was on the 16th almoft 
entirely ceafed, On the 17th we -adyan- 
ced confiderably by fap, On the 18th wo 
ere€ted a new battery on the right of the 
paraliel. On the 19th we were advanced 
within 140 paces of the ditch, and the 
breach was confiderably augmented. Thus 
by the ardour of our troops, which the ri- 
gour of the feafon could not abate, we faw 
our approaches carried fo far as to oblige 
the enemy to think of furrendering. The 
befieged had no outwork that covered the 
body of the place ; nor any covered way. 
We had turned off the little river Ob/au, 
and by that means had left the ditch dry. 
and thus there remained no refource for the 
enemy to defend themfelves with fuccefs. 
They therefore refolved to capitulate. The 
commanders of the garrifon would have 
ftipulated for advantages, but were obliged 
to fubmit to the condition of being made 
prifoners of war, with the whole garrifon. 

At Breflau 144,000 florins were found in 
the Aufirian military cheft, and the maga- 
zines were well ftocked. Thirty feven pie- 
ces of Prufian cannon, which were loft in 
the action of the 22d of November, were re- 
taken, and befides the artillerry belonging 
to the place, 44 pieces of Aufrian cannon 
were found in it. ' 

On the 2gth the town of Lignitz furren- 
dered, the garrifon of which was fuffered 
to retire, as the number of prifoners was 
already fo great as to render the entertain- 
ment of more inconvenient. A confidera- 
able magazine of meal and oats were, how- 
ever, fecured, fome artillery, and much 
ammunition. 

The vigilance of the king of Prufia to im- 
prove every advantage is aftonifhing, for, 
notwithftanding the deep fnow that lay up- 
on the ground, his majefty marched on the 
24th, at break of day, with part of his army 
and a train of artillery,,to Schweidnitz, 


‘where there is a garrifon of, 7000 men, and 


the laft advices that came from Sifefa fay, 
that it muft foon fall into; his majefty’s 
hands, notwithftanding the known difficul« 
ty of forcing a city fo fortified and provi- 
ded, even with all the troops that could be 
employed againft it, at this feafon of the 
year. In the mean time ail the towns in 
Silfia are crowded with prifoners, many of 
whom have defired to lift in the Pruffian 
fervice, which will be accepted as foon as 
his majefly can determine upon the beft 
method of incorporation. 

Since the fiege of Schweidnitz commenc’d 
other operations have not been negiectedin 
Stlefia, The king ordered his troops under 


the command of Baren Faugue'to purfue the 
Auffrian fugitives, who on the 18th arrived 
at Freyberg, from-whence the enemy was 
inftantly diflodged ; nor did they make a 
i ; _. more 




















more vigorousdefence at Fredberg, Strigas, 
Kunerfdorf, nor any of the open towns ; 
but fied precipitately on the firft approach 
of the Pruffans, On the roth four officers 
and 200 private men were made prifoners, 
and fixty waggons laden with meal for 
Schweidmitz taken. The zoth the Baron 
purfued the enemy as far as Reichetaz, and 
attack'd them on the hills near Landput, 
where they had halted and imtrenched them- 
feives, having rectived in the morning of 
that day, a re-inforcement of 2000 men 
from Libax, which made them fuperior in 
infantry to the.r purfuers ; yet, novwith- 
fianding this fuperiority, they were driven 
from their trenchcs, and purfued through 
Griffau and Liebiu, of which towns the Pru/- 
Jfians took pofieffion,and found in them 2006 
tons of meal, great quantities of forage, 
and many thoufand bombs, bullets, and 
granadoes, Thus the mountains of Si/fa 
are entirely fcour’d, and thofe of the ene- 
my that efcaped driven half naked and ftar- 
ving into the circle of Konigferatz. 

Intipper Silefia, the towns of Faggerd-rff, 
Froppau, Tefeben, and S:rigan, have tikewife 
been taken, fo that Schwerdnite feems to be 
the only place in Si/efa where the dufri- 
ans can maintain their footing. 

It is impeffible to fpeak with certainty 
of the defigns of the Ruffans ; whatever 
may have been the true reafon of their in- 
activity is not eafy ro’ penetrate; but if 
the want of the ftipulated fubfidy may be 
allowed to have had any influence, it is nct 
likely, in ber prefent circumftances, that 
the court of Vienua willbe more able tomake 
that part of her engacements good another 
year, than-in the prefent. Some appearan- 
ces, however, feem neceflary to be kept 
wp. Count Apprexiz is to be tried for 
breach of orders at Narva, and frefh affu- 
rances have given to the minifters of Yer- 
failles, Vienna, and Stockbobn, that the troops 
fhall again march as foon-as the feafon will 
permit. It is however much queftioned 
whether the court will act efficacioufly in 
favour of the allies, in.as'much as fome of 
the minifiry are led by inclination to favour 
England, ‘Thefe gentlemen reprefent, that 
it is the intereit of Ruffa to fulfil the en- 
gagements it contra with the court of 
London in 1755, becavfe the fubfidies the 
would receive, would be much more con- 
fiderable and better paid. They alfo en- 
deavour to thew, that the apprehenfions 
from the king of Prufia, with which the 
French and Aufiriams \abour to imfpire this 
court, have no foundation, 

Another circumftance, which not a little 
contributes to ftrengthen the Engiifb and 

m party, is, that all the advices from 
Stockbolm agree that a grand chafige at 
that court is not very diftant, and that 
perhaps we fhall foon fee Sweden unite its 
forces with thofe of the king of Prufia,. All 
thefe things, added to the ticklish ftate of 
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the Emprefs’s health, will probably induce’ 
Ruffia to ftand neuter. 

But, notwithftancing afl thefé plaufible 
appearances, his Praffian majefty has deter- 
mined to continue Marthal “Lebwald’s ar= 
my in Pomerania tilt the circumhftaices of — 
affairs in that coumry are more firmly fet-° 
thed. And tho’ the approach of the Prufiaas’ 
had fo far alarmed the D, of Mecklémberg as 
to oblige him to retite to Labick, and tho” 
the regiment of Black Huffas, fo formida- 
ble wherever they appear, had even énter'd 
his highnefs's dominions, and begun to ex- 
at contributions, yet it how appears, that 
the Marthal's inftruétions are not fo aban- 
don Pomerania, but to purfue his advanta- 
ges againft theSzvedes, and to have a watch- 
ful eye over the Ruffians, in order, that if 
contrary to expeation they fhoitid Begin 
to move again, his army may be im readi- 
nefs to oppofe them. . 

The loft accounts from the armies in 
this quarter were, that the Swedes had quit- 
ted Anclam, where they were entrench’d 
and had rétir’d to Simalfund, the only place 
of ftrength that remains unpoffeffed by the 
Pruffians, The ravages of war ave every 
where to*be lamented, that part of Upper 
Pomerania which the Swedes at firft treated 
with great mildnefs, while they were in 
hopes of keeping it, fuffered every kind of 
violence when they found themfelves under 
a neceffity of abandoning it. 

The army of Marthal Keith remains now 
to be fpoken of. This great general, afier 
having diflodged the 4ufrians in the circle 
of the mountains of Saxony, entered Bobe- 
mia on the 2th of Nader, and fixed: his: 
head quarters at Pofiebere, in the circle of 
Seatz, trom whecce he fent detachments;: 
which laid under contribution all the adja- 
cent cantons to within a {mall diftarice of 
Prague, But as the feafon was too far ad- 
vanced to make any attempt upon that ci- 
ty, and the marfhal had gained the end for 
which he was fent into Bobema, he began 
his rnarch the rft of Debember, and reached 
Chemnit the 5th, without the lofs of a man, 
This retreat was quite feafonable, as it was 
neceflary to quit that kingdom before the 
paffages of the mountains were filled up 
with fnow. He tas fince taken the rout 
of Egra, but of his further operations we 
have no account, 

The ftrong follicitations with which the
